TRE PARDONING POWER. 
Governor Sm iths power of pardon has 
been used yery sparingly and very judi­ 
ciously during the psst year, as is shown 
by the statement presented to the Leglsla 
tore. There have been released bv pardon 
from State I'nson. IO ; from the House OI 
Correction in Milwaukee county, 9, and 
from coutny j ails, IO. la addition to these, 
there have been 58 convicts granted par­ 
dons at the expiration of their respective 
terms of sentence, in order to restore to 
them the rights of citizenship, but in none 
of these casee did the pardon serve to 
shorten their confinement. The main in ­ 
terest of the public of course centers about 
the figures showing the number pardoned 
out of the State Prison. 
Tue number oi 
pardons is leis than m any year since 
1870. The percentage of pardons to the 
average number of the prisoners is also 
I C'S than in any year since 1870, and with 
one exception less than in any year since 
1866. The same is true of the percentage 
of pardons to the number ot prisoners dis­ 
charged. The figures, however, looked 
upon, all point to tho same lad, a n i indi­ 
cate that the Governor has far from abused 
this power, which in the hands oi a weak 
Un; or an unscrupulous officer, eau b3 60 
Wielded as to tnwuri justice and make the 
law of no avail. 
Governor Smith briefly notes the out­ 
lines ol each case, aud me reasons for his 
Clemency. In each 
of these the reason 
seems most just, and it is a noteworthy 
fact thai in seven out of ten cases, these 
reasons Were supplemented by recommen­ 
dation for pardon, by the J edges, district 
attorneys, aud others, who were mainly 
instrumental in securing conviction. 
In 
the three other cases the reasons tor par­ 
don are beyond criticism. 
Of the crimes for which thise men were 
Convicted, there were two oi larceny, tw«» 
of forgery, two of burglary, an I erne each 
of manslaughter passing counterfeit money. 
assault, wan intent to kilt, polygamy. The 
average term of sentence was a little less 
than four years, and the average time of 
Confinement was a 
little less than two 
years, so that Hose thus pardoned served 
about half of the period fixed upon at the 
time of conviction. 
Tne pardons granted to prisoners in the 
House of Correction aud the county jails 
present a vciy eimiiir sh >wiug, thougn the 
offenses were m many cases of such a 
minor nature, as compared with the others 
as to reader a summary tiresome and need 
less.

TEE BEGINNING AND TEE END Of 
THE MAINE TROUBLE. 
The Insurrection in Maine has met with 
defeat. The attempt to over-ride the will 
of the people aud lo throw the State Into 
a condition of anarchy, *b&s come to the 
inglorious end it deserved. Garceloa Is 
buried in political oblivion. Pillsbury has 
gone Into seclusion to nurse bis disappoint­ 
ed hopes. Smith, the w. mid-be-Governor, 
has gone home, tired of playing Governor 
for the benefit of a few political adventur­ 
ers. Aod the couuttd-in Fusion members 
of the Legislature who attempUd to hold 
their seats by frau I, have quit Augusta 
covered with disgrace and defeat. The 
Democratic movement to get possession ol 
the State Administration, the Legislature, 
aod above all, the electorial votes of Maine, 
was the outgrowth of Tilden’* attempt to 
steal the Presidency in 1876-7. It was the 
most high-handed piece of political ViV 
lamy ever attempted rn this country, and 
it should be held up to the full view of 
the American people and the plain facts 
given. 
The election rn Alain, took place on 
Monday, the S h oi September, when the 
Republicans won a sigual victory. Gov­ 
ernor Davis came within 490 votes cf 
haying a majority over all other can­ 
didates. 
When 
the 
returns 


were 
counted, 
the 
Republicans 
bad a considerable majority in each branch 
of the Legislature—7 in the Senate and 29 
rn the House. But it must be borne in 
mind that the Democratic plan was not to 
permit, if possible, a Republican victory. 
For instance, five Republican cities wore 
disfranchised because the returns were 
signed by three aldermen instead of lour, 
while the blanks furnished by Pillsbury, 
the Democratic State printer, and the en­ 
gineer of the fraud movement, had ruled 
spaces for three names only. When the 
Governor and his Council met in Decem­ 
ber to canvass the votes, they decided to 
4o the work secretly. The law which pro­ 
vides that imperfect returns shall be re­ 
turned for correction, the Governor and his 
Council in secret session pronounced un­ 
constitutional, and therefore was set aside. 
On the 15th of December this Canvassing 
Board emerged from its retirement, when 
it announced to the world that the lit pub­ 
lican majoxity in both branches ot the 
Legislature had been counted out, that 
twenty-four 
defeated 
Democrats 
aod 
Greeobackera had been counted in, and 
that five cities had been completely dis­ 
franchised by Pillsbury’s blanks. By de­ 
claring the election law unconstitutional 
and by the free nae of Pillsbary’s trick, the 
Senate was made to haye nine Fusion m a­ 
jority, and the House fittccn. 
Popular indignation ran high In Mline, 
and fearful that there would be trouble in 
attempting to carry out this high-handed 
genome, on the 30th of December aa eff >rt 
was made to remove the arms and am ­ 
munition .from Bangor to Augusta, but 
the plot was discovered in time to prevent 
its consummation. By this time the con­ 
dition ol things in Maine was hardly less 
than that of auarcby; and 
ex-Senator 
Morrill proposed to Governor Garceloa to 
avoid public excitement, scandal, aud pos­ 
sible danger to 
submit 
the whole 
question to the Supremo Court. 
Garce- 
lon reluctantly consented, and artfully 
framed the question to suit himself. 
On 
the 3J of January 
the 
Supremo Court 
having a full bench, the members divided 
in politics, unanimously decided against 
Garcelon and his Council, when the ques­ 
tions were submitted, Garcelcn agreed 
with ex-Senator Morrill, to abide by the 
decision of the Supreme Court, but when 
the decision was rendered he flatly refused 
to pay any attention to the opinion of the 
Court. Ile Lot only repudiated the elec­ 
tion laws of the S'ate, but assumed to re­ 
pudiate the Supreme Court. 
When the Legislature met on th J 7*h of 
January, the Republicans refused to take 
part in the proceedings, and consequently 
the Fusionisls had no qu num. In spite of 
this bold tact, they declared themselves 
organized 
and 
p resid ed 
to business 
From this out they rode over every pro­ 
test; they were bliod to the fatal defect 
that there was no quorum, they inscribed 
lies upon the journals when they reported 
a quorum present, but they did this with­ 
out a blush e r a sting of remorse. 
Thi 
sham Legislature, without right, without a 
quorum, with a bold lie written on every 
pa*e of its journal, weat to work, a n i on 
toe 16ih of January, and elected Joseph L 
Smith, Governor. 
On the 12th of January, at six o'clock in 
the evening, the Republicans in a quiet 
rn inner took possession of the State House 
They did cot indulge in aoy threats nor 
promise violence. Their manner was quiet 
aud orderly. The members of the Senate 
and the House met together and agreed to 
suornit the Whole ca^e to the Supreme 
Court, aud n it attempt to transact aoy 
business, but wait for a decision, pledging 
tuemselyes to abide 
by that decision 
whatever it might be. Ou the llih of 
January, the Supremo Court made answers 
to the questions propounded by the Repub­ 
lican Legislature, aud the Court solidly 
sustained the Republicans. 
Being supported by the Supreme Court, 
the Republican Legislature, ou the 17lh of 
J anuary, having taken possession of the 
State House, elected D F. Davis Govern 
or, he having received 68.000 votes against 
47,000 tor his next competitor, Smith. 
From this time on, the 
Republicans 
remained 
in 
possession 
of 
the 
State House, aod maintained what they 
took at the start, a manly and honest stand. 
They were upheld by the greatest tribunal 
in the State,aud were supported by all the 
law-abiding citizens of Maine, and by all 
intelligent and fair-mio led people through­ 
out the Cnloo. 
After the legal Legislature had taken 
possession of the Capitol, the sham Legis* 
lature assembled on the sidewalks, on 
street corners, and In b ick rooms of old 
buildings. It did not have eelf-respec1 
nor the support of one citizen in a hundred 
in Maine. It undertook to submit some 
questions to the Supreme Court, but the 
Supreme Court would not recognize it. and 
this last stab cut the throat of the Fusion 
Legislature. Smith the pretended Gover­ 
nor, became disgusted and retired to his 
home, and the members of his Legislature 
adjourned to the first Wednesday of next 
August, which means that they will never 
meet again. 
What has the Democratic party gam ­ 
ed by this extraordinary movemcut ? The 
chief end was the desire to steal the elec­ 
toral vote. That has proved a miserable 
failure. The utter restlessness, desperate 


a n d revolutionary character of the party 
has been brought home to the appreciation 
of u w —abiding people more strongly than 
was possible In any other way. The Maine 
movement has shown how basely Dem j- 
cratic ^partisanship will wrest from the 
law its truest meaning and purpose in 1

Said Fisk: “My God, Hammond, what 
is the maUer ?

am suffering the greatest agony, but tht 
torture Is mental, not physical.*’ 
General Fisk, who is a very kind-heart­ 
ed man, took Hammond by the arm and 
luey walked inside to the general waiting- 
room. They sat down in a corner, where 
Hammond turned and said: “General Fisk,I 
committed perjury when I was before the 
committee the other day. [A gasp.] That 
letter—[aob]—was genuine.” At this Ham 
mood turned as white as a cloth, aod faint 
cd away, Ullin* With a heavy thud out of 
me chair. Help was at once called for. 
The doctors came, and, with the aid oi 
servants, Hammond was carried to Fisk’, 
room. The doctor examined Hammond 
aud said that he was suffering from an 
attack ot rheumatism 
of 
the heart, 
aud that 
his 
life 
depended 
upon 
being kept quiet. Hammond soon re­ 
gained consciousness. Ho moaned and sob 
oed tor severs1, moments, and then said he 
believed he was dying. He asked to be 
carried before Secretary Schurz aud the 
committee, so that he could make a clean 
Ore st of his guilty knowledge before dy­ 
ing. 
His contusion was atierward made 
wucn the guilty man appeared to be trem­ 
bling upon the verge of the grave. Great 
drops of sweat gathered upon his tore* 
head as he choked tor breath, while his 
hand was through all lightly clasped 
jvcr his heart. 
Nothing more 
terrible 
could be imagined rn the history of official 
speculation aud us discovery. 
He said 
every charge of F ak e’s was true; but be 
thrilled his auditors when he confessed to 
hi4 perjury, and said that this perjury was 
at the request of Commissioner Hayt, made 
almost in tne shape of a peremptory de­ 
mand. H e(U im m ojd) had resigned bis

face the committee. 
When be went to Chicago he resolved to 
confess ail and go to the committee, but 
Hayt 
telegraphed him to meet him

Carl Scnurz, the moment he heard this 
confession, went to the President and was 
closeted with him a long time. 
He then 
lrove madly to the interior depirtm eat, 
wrote tne letter asking for the resignation, 
and drove Utyt out at once, giving per­ 
emptory orders that be should not be 
allowed to touch a paper. 
Hays left town 
this evening upon the New York train. 
General Hammond is now lying at the 
point of death, although physicians think 
ne may be saved if he escapes any farther 
excitement.
